12. A treatment device, comprising: 

an antimicrobial sheet material containing a bactericidal metal; and 
a dental appliance for retaining said antimicrobial sheet material in a 
selected position engaging a treatment site so that, when said antimicrobial sheet 
material is in said selected position, said antimicrobial sheet material releases 
metal ions to said treatment site when wetted. 
Amend claim 13 as follows: 

13. The composition as recited in claim 12, wherein at least a portion 
of said bactericidal metal is silver.
